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TAX BILL IS UNPOPULAR 
The new tax bill — designed to increase the 
federal gov ernment’s annu al income by the neat 
su m of $27 0,000,000 — as framed by the hou se, is 
in accord with the President’s wishes in general, 
bu t goes against them in a nu mber of particu ­ 
lars. 
The bill is based on the “share-the-wealth” 
idea. It wou ld boost tax es on indiv idu al incomes 
in ex cess of $50,000 per y ear; wou ld replace the 
ex isting flat corporation tax with a gradu ated 
lev y ; place new lev ies on inheritances and gifts 
and tax ex cess corporation profits from 5 to 20 
per cent. 
Thu s, it broadly follows Mr. Roosev elt’s recom­ 
mendations. Howev er, as an Associated Press dis­ 
patch recently pointed ou t, it differs from them 
in fou r important instances: 
First, the President proposed that the ex isting 
13% per cent corporation tax be replaced with a 
lev y gradu ated from 10% per cent to 16% per 
cent. The hou se bill prov ides for a gradu ation of 
only one per cent — from 13% to 14% per cent. 
Second, the President strenu ou sly objected to 
letting corporations dedu ct from their tax able in­ 
come gifts made to charity . This recommenda­ 
tion stirred u p a flood of opposition throu ghou t 
the cou ntry , resu lted in many u nfav orable edi­ 
torials in papers u su ally friendly to Mr. Roose­ 
v elt. The hou se, apparently taking notice of 
what seems to be the popu lar side, has pu t in the 
bill a prov ision allowing corporations to make 
tax -ex empt gifts to charity to the ex tent of 5 
per cent of their income. 
Third, the President recommended that a new 
tax be lev ied on div idends paid by one corpora­ 
tion to another. The hou se bill does not prov ide 
for this. 
Fou rth, the hou se bill contains an ex cess profits 
tax , something that was not mentioned in Mr. 
Roosev elt’s message. 
Aside from these discrepancies, the bill’s cou rse 
throu gh the hou se was all that the administra­ 
tion cou ld hav e desired. 
Amendment after 
amendment designed to take some of the sting 
ou t of the bill was ov erwhelmingly defeated. On­ 
ly amendment adopted was the one concerning 
corporation gifts. 
Attitu de of bu siness is one of complete, u n­ 
q u alified opposition to the bill, and to the prin- 


ciples it represents. Harper Sibley , president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, 
spoke for indu stry at large when he said passage 
of the bill “wou ld increase the forces of disor­ 
ganization,” and that the chamber wou ld not re­ 
lax its efforts to defeat the measu re. Repu bli­ 
can spokesmen in the hou se denou nced the bill 
as “confiscatory , socialism and demagogu ery .” 
The new and increased tax es prov ided by the 
bill will produ ce relativ ely little rev enu e, in the 
light of the gov ernment’s v ast spending. They 
will tend to frighten inv estors, force more money 
into tax -free gov ernment bonds. (Mr. Roosev elt 
has eaid that these bonds shou ld be tax ed, bu t 
that req u ires a constitu tional amendment.) How­ 
ev er, the President appears to believ e that the 
benefits of the bill will ou tweigh the disadv an­ 
tages. That, like the bill’s final fate, remains to 
be seen. 


KILLING BULK LIQUOR SALES 
Few will q u estion the merit of the action of the 
finance committee of the senate in v oting ou t the 
prov ision for bu lk sales of liq u or in the framing 
of a new liqu or control bill. The report shou ld 
be ratified by the senate and adopted by the 
hou se if the bill is to serv e the best interests of 
the cou ntry . 
Enou gh abu ses of the liqu or laws now ex ist 
u nder the present arrangement of package sales 
and to permit bu lk sales by the keg or barrel 
wou ld open the way for fu rther operations of u n­ 
scru pu lou s dealers and bootleggers. It wou ld be 
mu ch easier for bootleggers to market their wares 
and regu lar dealers so inclined, cou ld dilu te and 
su bstitu te the produ ct to their heart’s content. 
Obv iou sly , the bootlegger has the opportu nity 
to refill bottles at present or to cou nterfeit new 
ones bu t the task is mu ch greater and the risk 
more perilou s than it wou ld be if bu lk sales were 
permitted. Enforcement agencies are on constant 
watch against the re-u se of bottles -and req u ire 
registration of bottle produ cers and their produ ct 
u nder the prov isions of the law. 
There is no legitimate pu rpose to be serv ed by 
the permission for bu lk sales. Federal enforce­ 
ment agencies, the distilleries and the pu blic in 
general are all against the mov e. The only real 
adv antage wou ld be gained by the bootlegger and 
u nscru pu lou s dealer.
